APPEAL TO AFRIKANDERS, 



Preference Gift to British Fac- 
tories Works Ruin to Cana- 
dian Industries. 



Ottawa, April 18.— Col. Prior in tin 
Jiouse called attention to the press des- 
patches aillioUllelug the arrival in British 
Columbia of a largo number of Japanese 
and asked the government whether they 
were destined for the States or Canada. 
If going to remain in the Dominion they 
would be a serious menace to white labor. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said for Imperial 
reasons it was not thought advisable to 
restrict Japanese immigration. Ho be- 
lieved the government's policy in. this 
respect was approved in British Columbia.

COLLECTING FROM TURKEY. 

United States Rejects Suggestion to 
Send Wurship und Will Try 
New Remonstrance. 

Washington, April 18. — The news of 
the firm attitude assumed by the stute 
department towurd the Turkish govern- 
ment in the prosecution of its claim for 
damage to American missionary prop- 
erty, caused something of a sensation in 
diplomatic circles to-day. As n matter 
of fact, based upon their own experi- 
ence with the Turkish government in 
their effort to collect claims, those mem- 
bers of the diplomatic body hero who 
have watched the progress of the nego-i 
tuitions between the United States und 
Turkey for the past five years have 
come to look with amusement upon the 
alternating phases of hope and discour- 
agement by which they have been char- 
acterized. Three successive American 
ministers have prosecuted these claims, 
each has received a promise of prompt 
settlement, and yet not a dollar has 
been paid. European diplomats say 
that this is an old experience, nud they 
have consequently been somewhat sur- 
prised at the announcement that the 
United States government is actually 
going to insist upon performance in- 
stead of promise. 

President Angell, after trying his 
hand at collection for two years, recom- 
mended that a United States warship 
seize Smyrna ami collect revenues at 
the custom house there sufficient to 
satisfy our claims. This suggestion 
was not seriously entertained, nor is it 
now. Most of the important business 
interests In Smyrna are in the hands of 
foreigners, not Turks. 

The next step to he taken by the 
United States government will not be 
warlike, but will suggest in a most dig- 
nified manner the indignation felt by 
the United Slates ut the breaking of 
Turkish promises. How this attitude 
will bear upon the Turkish minister in 
Washington cannot be foretold at this 
moment. The minister, however, is 
very popular personally in Washington, 
and as his forced departure would be a 
matter of dorp regret to ofliciul society, 
it is earnestly hoped that by prompt 
action on its part the Turkish govern- 
ment may avert ill consequences to its 
own representative.

Grand Forks, April 18.— At :i meeting 
of the Grand Forks Liberal Association 
held last evening, a resolution was adopt- 
ed condemning Hon. Joseph Martin and 
confirming a former resolution declaring 
against party lines in the coming elec- 
tion. It was decided to support the can- 
didature of Hon. Smith Curtis, provided 
he resigned from the Martin government 
and agreed to run as an independent can- 
didate. L. P. Eckstein, the president 
was instructed to endeavor to have the 
forthcoming convention of the Liberals 
of Rowland Riding held at Grand Forks. 

The first gun of the campaign in the 
Rossland Riding was fired here this even- 
ing when an enthusiastic meeting held in 
the opera house under the auspices of the 
local Liberal-Conservative Association 
idopted a resolution endorsing without 
distinction of party, the canditature of 
Mr. 0. H. Mackintosh. A noteworthy 
feature was the attendance of many 
prominent Liberals. II.. S. Caylcy, who 
presided, paid a high tribute to the worth 
of the Conservative candidate. Among 
those on the platform, were Dr. Bowes, 
Alox. Sharpe, Mayor Goodeve and D. B. 
Bogle, Rossland; Dr. Hoyes", Trail; Mr. 
Tebe, Eholt; Jeff Davis, J. W. McLaugh- 
lin and Ceo. Eraser. Grand Forks. 

Dr. Bowes, the first speaker, reviewed 
the steps taken by the Rossland Couser 
vatives to hold a convention that irrespec- 
tive of party would select a suitable can 
didate. Mr. Mackintosh, he pointed out, 
while accenting, had disclaimed any in- 
tention of conducting the campaign on 
party lines. Dr. Bowes said the record 
of the Semlin government was one of un- 
fulfilled pledges and broken promises 
Continuing he predicted the defeat of the 
present administration and with the ter- 
mination of the present intolerable (state 
of affairs the dawn of a new era of pros- 
perity. Amidst applause, after briefly re- 
ferring to the eight-hour law and the suc- 
cessful operation of the contract system 
in Rossland, the speaker eulogized Mr. 
Mackintosh, and regretted the absence of 
tlie candidate, who had been called East 
with the object of raising capital for in- 
vestment in the Boundary district.

WARREN'S EXPLANATION. 

Thorneycroft Made Solely Responsible 
But Prominence Given to Buller's 
Nomination of That Officer. 

London, April IS. — In his despatch 
Cin. Warren sets forth the fact that 
the Spion Kop operations hud not en- 
' tered into his original plans, as his in- 
structions were to occupy a plain north 
of it. 

On consultation with the Commander- 
in-Chief on January 121, however, when 
the question of retiring from or attack- 
ing Spion Kop was discussed, Warren 
expressed his preference for attacking. 
This was successfully accomplished by 
Gen. Woodgato. Then came the order 
of the Commander-in-Chief to put 
Thorneycroft in command of the sum- 
mit. 

In the meantime Warren had sent 
Gen. Coke up to reinforce, with orders 
to assume command. Ineffectual efforts 
were made to heliograph Thorneycroft 
and ask whether he had assumed com- 
mand. Towards sunset he was finally 
enabled to get orders through, and con- 
cluded the position could be held the 
next day if guns could be provided and 
shelter obtained. Both these conditions 
were about to he fulfilled when, " in 
the absence of Coke, whom I hud or- 
dered to come and rrport in person on 
the situation, the evacuation took place, 
under orders given on his own respon- 
sibility by Thorneycroft. This occurred 
in the face of the vigorous protests of 
Coke's brigade major and others." 

In conclusion Warren said: "It is a 
matter for the Comrnandpi-in-Chief to 
decide whether there will be any in- 
vestigation into the Question' of the un- 
authorized evacuation of Spipii Kop."

Here and there a phrase indicates 
an expectancy thut large things are about 
to happen. 

What is to he done witli Sir Redvcrs 
Buller and Sir Charles Wurreu, occupies 
everybody's attention at the present time.- 
It is now generally accepted that the gov- 
ernment had a purpose in the publication 
of Lord Roberts' messages and that the 
recall of Gen. Buller and Gen. Warren 
has probably been decided upon. 

According to Boer reports, there is a 
steady How of foreign volunteers to the 
Transvaal. Hitherto, these adventurers 
have been attached to the various com- 
mandoes. Now it is said that they are 
to he formed into a special legion with 
Continental officers, and there is a rumor 
that the command will be given to a dis- 
tinguished French soldier lately retired, 
who is now in the Transvaal or is Hear- 
ing the end of the journey thither. 

The Lorenzo Marques correspondent of 
the Daily Mail, telegraphing Wednesday, 
says: "Two hundred and fifty Boers , 
started to-day from ,'Wuterv:ilemler 
marching through Zoutpansberg district, 
to intercept Gen. Carringtou's forces." 

SWIPED A BOER CHICK EX. 

And Canadian Soldier Must Do Many 
Days' Hard Labor for Being 
Caught. 

London, April 18.— A special letter 
from Bennett Burleigh, dated at Bloeni- 
fontein and published in to-day's Tide- 
graph, cites a case of real hardship. A. 
Canadian soldier, lie asserts, was court- 
martialled and sentenced to fifty-six days 
hard labor for appropriating one Boer 
chicken when thousands who hud com- 
mitted the same offence eseuped scot- 
free. There was considerable indigna- 
tion in the Canadian camp over the af- 
fair. 



STEEL MILLS RESUMING. 

Overproduction in Recent Great Rush 
Caused Temporary Closing — Steel 

to Be Cheaper. i 

New York, April IS.— A private des- 
patch from Chicago to a Wall street news 
agency wns received to-day which stated 
that in all probability the mills of the 
American Steel & Wire Co. now shut 
down, would resume operations ou Mon- 
day next. The telegram quoted Presi- 
dent Lambert us saying that the? plant 
hud been working day and night on over- 
due contracts and had simply reached a 
point where stocks began to pile up in 
excess of demand. He said these condi- 
tions could not last and that in a week 
or ten days the plant would again he in 
operation. 

Pittsburg, Pa., April 18.— It was learn- 
ed to-day that at u meeting of the Bar 
Mill Association held in Pittsburg lust 
Friday, the price of steel bars was cut 
from 2$4c a pound to 'Zc, equal to a re- 
duction of $tj a ton.

ROBERTS' LONG DELAY, 

Military Critic Calls Attention to Ad- 
vantage the Boers Heap. 

Loudon, April 19— Mr. Spencer Wilkin- 
son in the Morning Post to-day criticizes 
the delay in the British offensive opera- 
tions caused by the Boer raids in the 
southern part of the Free State, and 
the necessity of relieving Wepencr. He 
regards the raids as designed to re-eom- 
miiudccr the surrendered Free Staters, 
and adds: " These Boer measures can 
only he effectively stopped by defeating 
and destroying the Boer army in the 
field. Delay in offensive operations is, 
as a rule, equivalent to n victory for the 
defenders, and the present general halt 
has lasted a long time." 



PROTESTING ST. HELENA. 

Boer Government Sending to London 
Complaints of the Burghers— Offer- 
ed Portugal Five Millions. 

Pretoria, April IS.— As soon as the 
Berne award in the Delngoa Hay railway 
arbitration was published the Transvaal 
government offered to Portugal the 
amount -she was condemned to pay ($5,- 
000,000) which, however, was courteous- 
ly declined, the statement being made 
that the money .was already provided. 

The government is receiving many 
memorials from burghers on the subject 
of sending the Boer prisoners to St. Hel- 
ena and will formally protest to Great 
Britain on the subject. Secretary Rcitz 
says the Transvaal government is not 
taking any resolution regarding the de- 
struction of the mines. 



GATACRE'S BILLET. 

The Recalled Genera! Will Have Com- 
mand of a Local District. 

London. April IS.— Col. Crofton. who 
was in command at Spion Kop from the 
time Con. Woodgnte was wounded until 
Col. Thorneyeroft was appointed to the 
position, ami whose heliograph messages 
to General Warren caused Gen. Buller 
to appoint Thorneyeroft to the command, 
has boon placed on half pay to-day. 

Private information received from 
Shrewsbury, to-day is to the effect that 
Gen. Gatacrc is leaving South Africa 
this week to resume command of a local 
district. 



LOOKING FOR HIDING PLACES. 

Boers Making Provision For Early 
Retreat Through Swaziland. 

London, April 19 — The Morning Post 
has the following from Bloemfontein, 
dated Tuesday: 

" In view of the advisability of a re- 
titat through Swaziland, emissaries of 
the Boers are now endeavoring to pur- 
chase secret information concerning 
caverns in the Greystone country which 
are only known to the natives, with the 
object ol accumulating provisions and 
ammunition." 



TEACHER IN TROUBLE. '! 

Principal of Vancouver School Resigns 
Because of Complaints o( Cruelty- 
Northern Customs Station. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, April IS— As a result of 
an investigation held by the school 
board, Principal Frasor of the Central 
school has resigned his position. Sev- 
eral parents of children attending the 
Central school appeared before the 
school board last night, and the matt-er 
was thoroughly gone into. Mr. Fraser 
was accused by the parents among other 
things of having pro-Boer tendencies. 
Presumably the parents feared that Mr. 
Fraser might inculcate anti-British ideas 
in the education of their children. The 
most serious charges, however, were 
Ctuelty to children of tender age. It 
was asserted that Mr. Fraser had a vio- 
lent temper, and when he became exas- 
perated was inclined tc lay violent 
hands on the girls and boys. S. Fader 
and E. SpiUinan were the parents who 
laid the principal ehnrgos. .Mr. Eraser's 
friends claim that his accusers have 
grossly exaggerated acts of necessary 
admonition into deeds of violence, but 
rather than that there should be any 
trouble over the matter Mr. Fraser re- 
signed. 

D. Menzios, who returned from Ot- 
tawa a few days ago, will leave I'm- the 
North next week. Mr. Menzios was 
formerly deputy collector of customs at 
Atlin, but docs not know where be is to 
be located on his return, until be re- 
ceives instructions from Atlin. G. K. 
Maxwell, M. P..' on being asked if he 
had any report from Ottawa regarding 
Mr. Menzios' appointment, stated that 
there was nothing definite to hand, but 
he believed it was the intention of the 
government to locate Mr. Menzies at 
White Horse as customs collector. Mr. 
Mnxwell said that White Horse from 
the present time on would be a very im- 
portant place, and it was altogether 
likely that it would bo necessary to 
have two men at that point to look after 
the Canadian customs department. 

G. S. McDonnell, general agent, and 
Frank Malt by, buyer of the Joseph 
Laduc (iold Mining & Trading Com- 
pany, have commenced purchasing sup- 
plies for their company for the Northern 
trade. Mr. McConuell said this morn- 
ing that it was likely that $200,000 
worth of goods would be purchased in 
Vancouver and Victoria alone by them 
during the season.

London, April 1!).— According to a de- 
spatch to the Daily Mail from Lorenzo 
Marques, nearly half the members of 
the Chicago ambulance corps, when of- 
fered Mausers on their arrival at Pre- 
toria tore off their Bed Cross badges. 
Mr. Adelbert S. Hay, United States 
consul, notified the Transvaal govern- 
n cut that he must report the circum- 
stance to Washington. 

MUNICIPAL ASSESSMENTS. 

Ontario Government Decides on Commis- 
sion to Report on Vexed Question. 

Toronto, April 18.— Premier Boss an- 
nounced to the legislature to-day that a 
royal commission, composed of experts, 
would be appointed to deal with the 
whole question of municipal assessment 
in a judicial practical way. This means 
that all bills now. before the house deal- 
ing with questions of taxation will be 
withdrawn. The commission will make 
inquiries as to the working of assessment 
laws in other provinces and will extend 
their investigation to some of the states 
of the American Union. 



AX EARL'S WIVES. 

A Second Taken in Nevada While 
Union With English Countess 
Still Holds Good. 

Loudon, April 18.— The cabled an- 
nouncement of the wedding of Earl Uns- 
sell to Mollie Cook at Reno, Nevada, 
April 15, created a sensation here to- 
dn.v, as it appears that Earl Russell is 
still legally married to the first Countess 
Rlissell, who is now performing at the 
Tirol! Music Hall. The marital 
troubles of the Russells commenced in 
the courts in 1891, when the Countess, 
who is a daughter of the well known 
Lady Scott, applied for a separation on 
the grounds of cruelty, which was re- 
fused. Four years later the defendant 
nobleman was granted a judicial separa- 
tion. The litigation was ended, how- 
ever, by the court of appeals refusing to 
Voloa.se the parties. When Countess 
Russell was seen this nfternoon on the 
subject she was almost prostrated, and 
was arranging to postpone her appear- 
ance on the boards this evening. Lady 
Scott, who was recently imprisoned for 
libel, was with her daughter, who said 
she had placed tiie matter in the hands 
of -her solicitors.

Toronto, April 18.— The tariff commit- 
tee of the Canadian Manufacturers' As- 
sociation to-day discussed the preferen- 
tial tariff and passed n long resolution to 
be placed before the government. The 
effect of this resolution is that members 
of the association are unswervingly loyal 
to Great Britain and favor reasonable 
preference on British goods coming into 
Cannda, but prefer the system of prefer- 
ential trade and considers that the recent 
increase in the preference granted by the 
Canadian government from 25 per cent, 
to :>."> l-tt per cent, will cause serious loss 
to some lines of manufacture, notably the 
woollen trade. The association urges, 
that the government should require that 
imports from Great Britain receiving this 
preference should contain at least , r ,() pol- 
ecat, of British labor instead of :.{"> per 
cent, ns at present. The association fur- 
ther recommends thai tariff revision oc- 
cur but once in live years, to give greater 
stability and confidence to business in- 
vestments. 

Montreal, April 18.— Sir Charles Top- 
per addressed a crowded mooting in the 
Vigor Hotel last evening. An address 
from the Carticr Club assured Sir Char- 
les that the French Canadian people sup- 
ported his Imperial trade policy. In his 
reply be .said that he never hoped to sink 
so low as to receive lessons in loyalty 
from the Toronto Globe.

At a special meeting last evening the 
Victoria Trades and Labor Council 
adopted a platform on which the labor 
candidate, if effect is given to the 
previous resolution to nominate 
cue, will seek the suffrages of the 
electors of Victoria. A number of the 
planks of Premier Martin's platform are 
endorsed by the council. The question of 
bringing out a candidate was again dis- 
cussed but action was deferred. The 
platform follows: 

(I). The abolition of the 5200 deposit 
for candidates for the legislature. 

|2.) The re-enactment of the disallow- 
ed Labor Regulation Act, 1808, and also 
all the statutes of 1809, containing anti- 
Mongolian clauses if disallowed as pro- 
posed by the Dominion government. 

(3.1 To take a firm stand in every other 
possible way with a view of discouraging 
the spread of Oriental cheap labor in this 
province. 

(•1.1 To provide for official inspection of 
all buildings, machinery anil works with 
a view of compelling the adoption of pro- 
per safeguards to life and health. 

(5.) The re-enactment of the law of 
1804 providing for a bureau of labor 
statistics and of councils of conciliation 
and arbitration. 

III.) The retaining of the resources of 
the province as an asset for the people, 
anil tti king effective measures to prevent 
the alienation of the public domain, ex- 
cept to actual settlors or actual bona fide 
business, or industrial purposes, putting 
an end to the practice of speculating in 
connection with the same. 

(7.) Government ownership of all rail- 
way, telegraph anil telephone lines to be

Puking a Hotbed of Intrigue, 
Outcome Is Uncertain. 

From New York Journal of Commerce. 

It Is uot necessary to assume that the 
despatch of the British cruisers Powerful 
and Terrible to Asiatic waters is due to 
the apprehension of foreign complications 
growing out of the Boer vmr. Within the 
las: two months events have occurred in 
China of sufficient gravity to warrant an 
attitude of increased watchfulness, if not 
of armed preparations, on the part of the 
powers having interests to defend there. 
The significance of the recent attempt to 
depose the Emperor is gradually becom- 
ing plain, and the more there in known 
about it the more obviously is it perceived 
to have been the result of a long and 
carefully prepared conspiracy. One strik- 
ing evidence of this is to be found in the 
fact that some months ago the compilers 
of the Imperial Almanac were instructed 
to leave the name of the Einperior blank 
in this year's issue. Another is that be- 
tore taking the final step to complete the 
work of the coup d'etat of iSUS the Em- 
press Dowager was careful to disarm the 
opposition of the two powerful viceroys 
who command the Yang-tse Valley. One 
of these, Chang Chih-tung, was won over 
by slorii^ of the Emperor's untilial con 
duct to his aunt, to whom he owed hi 
elevation to the throne. The other, Liu 
Kun-ji, the viceroy of Nanking, was 
summoned to i'ekin to deliver his seal 
to his successor. The viceroy did not 
go lo PSkin, but he did give up his seals 
as he did .not feel strong enough to op- 
pose his imperial mistress single-handed. 
Ah there was likely to be great discon- 
tent in the Canton Province over the d 
position of the Emperor, Li Hung Chang 
was called from retirement and sent to 
Canton as viceroy. After these and other 
introductory precautions the final stroke 
was delievered. This was in 'tile form of 
an imperial decree, not only dethroning 
Kuang Hsu, but practically deleting his 
name from the list of Emperors of Chin: 
In his place was to have reigned the !)- 
year-old son of Prince Tunn, thus assur- 
ing another ten years' lease of power to 
the Empress Dowager. The new little 
Emperor, Pu-Chun, was to figure, not as 
the successor of Kuang Hsu, but of the 
previous Emperor, Tung Chili, no that the 
quarter of a century covered by the reign 
of the present Emperor was to be regard- 
ed ns an interregnum in Chinese history. 

What a very astute as well as unscrup- 
ulous old woman the actual ruler of 
China is may be inferred from the fact 
that she left herself a loophole for the 
annulment of the decree should she find 
that the reports of her henchmen 
throughout the Empire that public opin- 
ion was too strong for her. The imper- 
ial decree was issued on January 24, a 
week before the beginning of the Chi- 
nese New Year, and within that time it 
was to be determined whether the year 
should be officially known as the 2flth of 
Killing Hsu. or should be the first year 
of whatever dynastic title might be se- 
lected for the nine year old son of prince 
Tunn. As indicating the kind of crisis 
which was imminent, it was reported in 
Shanghai that the Austro-Hungarian, 
German and Italian ministers had repre- 
sented to the Tsung-li-Yanien that their 
governments could not- view with com- 
placency the dethronment of Kuang 
Hsu. and that on this being reported to 
the Empress Dowager she sent her min- 
isters to consult the French and Russ- 
ian representatives, who assured her that 
their governments would support her in 
whatever action she determined on tak- 
ing. It is even stated that the Russian 
minister assured the Yamen that Russia 
would duly implement her repeated pro- 
mises to protect the usurper, and had 
actually marched 3,000 men to the 
capital. There wits n singular absence 
of any report of action on the part of the 
minister of either Great Britain or Un- 
united States. Whatever basis there 
might have been for these rumors, it is 
certain that the attitude of the provin- 
ces was sufficiently threatening to in- 
timidate the Empress Dowager and that 
she promptly availed herself of the loop- 
hole provided, remaining content with 
ability to reign in the name of her neph- 
ew. The attempted deposition there- 
upon resolved itself merely into the for- 
mal provision of an heir for the present 
Emperor, In ease the otllcial illness from 
which he haa suffered should have a 
fatal termination. If the Empress 
Dowager and her advisors should feel 
strong enough to take the risk of short- 
ening the Emperor* life n very serious 
-situation would be ot'otttotl; Familiar us 
rebellion against, provincial authorities 
is in Chtna, tb-V Chinese have tin almost 
supers! Hio- ls ( i roll ,i ( becoming rebels 
again** t i le throne. Those who stand by 
""e present Emperor are, therefore, op- 
pressed by the fear of his being made 
away with, because, while he is alive, 
they feel they are contending for the;? 
rightful sovereign but, in the event of 
his death, would be compelled to accept 
a new regime or assume an attitude 
which they regard with horor. 

The incident hits, however, subserved 
the ,-aluable purpose of showing the 
pow er of public opinion in China. The 
big'jtry and obstructivencss of the Mun- 
ch a system have alienated n great many 
C hiiiumen— the freedom with which the 
1 impress Dowager has scattered profit- 
able posts among her Mnnchu courtiers 
being n fresh aggravation of a feeling 
which has many other sources. The 
disaffected Chinese party have had a 
chance again to assert their strength, 
nml have, doubtless given the autocracy 
of the Empress Downpc-r a blow from 



seemed less likely than it is to-day that 
Great Britain would find the strength or 
opportunity to stand by the party that 
represents the integrity of the Chinese 
Empire. The dispatch of the two crui- 
sers to Chinese waters may mean much 
or little, but it certainly does not indi- 
cate any disposition on the part of Great 
Britain to subordinate her interests in 
the far East to other considerations. As 
our own interests are e"osely identified 
with those of Great Britain and Japan, 
the situation in China may, tit any mo 
ment, be brought home to as with unex 
peeted force.

in private under no kind of supervision 
whatever, and of the two conditions wo 
are old-fashioned enough to think tin 
Srst the more desirable. On the other 
hand parental control is sufficient of it- 
self to correct the recognized evil with- 
out any legislation, and wo submit that 
the proposed law is therefore unneces- 
sary.

THIC WAR. 

A very painful impression has been pro- 
duced by the publication of Lord Roberts 
criticism of the Xatal campaign, (-special 
ly in connection with the Spion Kop in 
cident. The general opinion among 
the London newspapers seems to be that 
Gen. Bullcr will ask !o be relieved. It is 
stated already that Gen. Warren has 
been ordered home. One can hardly sug- 
gest a reason for the publication of the 
correspondence tit the present time unless 
the intention is to replace Buller by some 
one else. We are unable to agree with 
the London Globe that the report robs 
Bullcr of what little reputation he hail 
left. Xo matter what else may be saitl 
of his qualities of leadership, no one can 
deny that he possesses the quality of per- 
sonal courage and indefatigable energy. 
If he has proved himself a poor tactician 
it "must be remembered that he has had 
to deal with an unprecedented set of 
circumstances. As the old saying is, it 
our foresight were only equal to our hind- 
sight, we would not make so many mis- 
takes. 

Undoubtedly the .Spion Kop incident 
calls for explanation. The withdrawal 
of Col. Thorneycroft's command from 
that hill was utterly at variance with the 
. despatch sent out by Buller in which he 
laid of its capture. Some one blundered, 
and very badly blundered, cither in tak- 
ing the hill in the first place, or in claim- 
ing that it could be hold, or in abandoning 
it. It seemed like n purposeless waste of 
lives. 

There will be a disposition to criticize 
Bullcr lor not exhibiting greater aggres- 
siveness after the relief of Ladysmith. 
He had the enemy on the retreat, but did 
not push his advantage. At least that 
is how it looks to an outsider. It will be 
with very great regret that the public 
will hear of his retirement, if it takes 
place, for notwithstanding the disappoint- 
ments experienced in the earlier stages of 
the campaign, there lias been a general 
disposition to concede that lie had nn ex- 
ceptionally hard piece of work to per- 
forin, ami all tilings considered did it 
very well indeed. 

A CURFEW LAW. 

Wo do not believe in curfew liws. It 
is ;i very remarkable thing that curfew 
laws, that is the modern variety, origin- 
ated in certain cities in the United Stales 
where women are "public men." In 
those where women remain at home, tak- 
ing more care of their own families and 
less of those of other people, they manage 
to get along with parental control as a 
means of keeping children from getting 
into mischief. Undoubtedly children are 
allowed to roam the streets at night with 
a great deal too much freedom; but there 
are children who do not thus expose 
themselves to temptation. The reason of 
the distinction is that in one case the in- 
liuence of parental control keeps them at 
home and in the other ii does not. The 
church, Sunday school, the day school, 
the press and above all the home ought 
to be able to keep children under due 
control if the proper effort is made. We 
submit it to be a radical mistake to hand 
over to the law and the police officer the 
duties which by nature and conscience 
devolve upon the fathers and mothers. 
People have no right to have families' lf> 
they propose to shirk the fundamental 
duties which they owe to their children 
which are not only to see that 'they 
have food, clothing and shelter, but that 
they are kept within the influence of 
home during the years in which their 
character is being formed. 

The disposition among women, when 
they once begin to take an interest in 
public matters, to want the law and the 
police to regulate everything, is very 
marked. In nothing was It more so than 
in the temperance reform in the. Eastern, 
provinces. When temperance organiza- 
tions were confined to men, a vast deal of 
;jood was accomplished, but the efforts 
were largely personal. Personal appeals 
were made to men to abandon intemper- 
ate habits, and only those who are famil- 
iar with the record of what was accom- 
plished can -have 'any idea of what' was 
done. After a th\us the women took the 
work up, and almost immediately a new 
(expression was coined, namely, "legal 



A TECHY MORTAL. 

If the Vancouver World reflects the 
views of Mr. Joseph Martin, that gentle- 
man is a little the most techy individual 
in public life in North America. Mr. 
Martin will make a speech two hours 
and a halt long, and devote two-thirds 
of bis time to himself. He realizes, 
and no man better, that his personality 
is a vital issue in t lie present campaign. 
But when he is met on his own ground, 
his sole organ, the World, goes into 
hysterics about slander, abuse and 
mud-slinging. For example, the refer- 
ence in the Colonist to the circum- 
stances attending .Mr. Martin's depar- 
ture from Manitoba are tabooed by the 
World as matters improper for publica- 
tion. To refer to his gigantic and 
absolutely Inexcusable blunder about 
the Crow's Nest Pass coal royalty is 
classed by our contemporary as mud- 
slinging. And so on all through the 
chapter. We have hitherto supposed 
that the previous record ot a public 
man— we mean now his public record- 
was a legitimate subject of discussion 
in a political campaign, and that it was 
proper to refer to errors of fact and law 
committed by a public speaker. Our 
impression has been that the World re 
garded these things us proper, for in the 
case of Mr. Cotton our contemporary 
dealt with matters that could not be 
called public, although they were cal 
ciliated to affect Mr. Cotton's standing 
as a public man. Now, we ask Mr. 
Martin, if it wns right for him to discuss 
and even ask for a committee of the 
house to investigate why Mr. Cotton 
left Colorado, is it not equally tight for 
y.ewspapers and public speakers to dis- 
cuss why Mr. Martin left Manitoba ' 
Is the latter even not much more justifi- 
able than the former, for Mr. Martin 
was in public life when he left Mani- 
toba? We do not propose to go over 
this phase of Mr. Martin's career again, 
unless compelled to do so by bis ill 
advised newspaper organ. 



witli the Boers. As these colonies have 
expended blood and treasure in the war, 
they cannot well avoid expressing their 
ideas as to the terms of peace. Thus 
the component parts of the Empire are 
being forced more closely together, with- 
out any preconceived plan. 

For the above reasons and others we 
have come to regard the control of the 
Empire as something that is rapidly be- 
comiug a live issue. It may not be this 
year, but. a decade could hardly pass 
without it, that the voters of Canada 
will have to deal with, this subject at 
tlie polls. So rapidly, indeed, do events 
tread upon the heels of each other in 
these days of rapid communication, that 
one need not be surprised if at the forth- 
•oniing Dominion election the people 
may be invited to express themselves 
upon the expediency of devising some 
sort of Imperial senate in which the 
United Kingdom, India and the great 
colonies will be represented, and to 
which will be assigned certain advisory 
functions in connection with the foreign 
relations of the Empire. This is as far, 
WO think, as the question of Imperial 
control can be carried with advantage 
at the present time. There is no use 
in suggesting now. at least, that any 
central parliament shall have the right 
to impose taxation upon the whole Em- 
pire. The question is one In which a 
great many difficulties present them- 
selves; but we have unbounded confi- 
dence in the ability of the Anglo-Saxon 
genius for self-government to grapple 
with the most intricate problems. We 
venture ulso to predict that this Im- 
perial issue will have a marked effect 
upon Dominion politics in the way of 
elevating them above the personal ques- 
tions now so much discussed, and will 
also lead to decided changes in political 
distinctions. 



IMPERIAL CONTROL. 

Canada, Attstralin and New Zealand 
Laving contributed men and money 
towards the prosecution of the war in 
South Africa, it precedent has been 
established which cannot be departed 
from in the future without jeopardizing 
the interests of the Empire. Mr. Tarte 
stipulated that the sending of the first 
contingent should not be construed into 
:i precedent, but he might as well have 
stipulated that none of the Canadians 
should be shot at by the Boors. Prei 
dents are not made or prevented by 
academic declarations. They are the 
outcome of events. If a war should 
occur next year, taxing the resources of 
Great Britain to any serious extent, and 
the Colonies should decline to aid the 
Mother Country, the refusal would be 
recognized all over the world as signify- 
ing one of two things— cither that the 
Colonies were opposed to the war, or 
that they arc not to be counted on as a 
factor in Imperial defence. If the hit- 
ter view of the ease prevailed, the logical 
consequence would be an abandonment 
by the home government of any respon- 
sibility for colonial defence. Canadians 
may as well look this matter in the face. 
There can be no going backward, if the 
Empire is to continue as a political 
unity. 

From the observations of the British 
press it is very evident that public 
opinion in Great Britain is beginning to 
recognize that the time lias come for a 
now understanding between the Mother 
Country and the Colonies. If the latter 
are hereafter to assist in lighting the 
battles of the former, their views will 
be consulted in some way before the 
Imperial government commits the nation 
to a foreign war. It is hnrdly likely 
that there will be active interference in 
the Orient, for example, without tho 
views of Canada and Australia being 
taken and without some agreement 
being reached as to wh.it these colonies 
will be prepared to do in aid of the Im- 
perial arms or in some other way. 
Loyal as Canadians are as a people to 
the British crown, they will hardly be 
willing to spend their money and their 
blood in foreign wars with the inn king 
or which they have had nothing to do. 
'The outburst of colonial patriotism, 
which has found expression in South

Strong in Faith in Their Cause, Hut Not 
Braggarts. 

A London press correspondent writes 
as follows: 

But little more than half of the bur- 
ghers are in the field, although all are 
ready to respond to commando on three 
hours' notice. Every man not now ac- 
tually in the lield has his rille, two 
hundred rounds of ammunition, his horse, 
saddle, and bridle, and a week's supply 
of biltong always ready. This individual 
preparedness is what makes the Boers 
the most mobile force in the world. 

The lyddite shell! That fearfully de- 
structive projectile which was to liter- 
ally annihilate any troops against 
whom it was directed. The lyddite shell! 
Hal Ha! The Boers laugh at it. It has 
become their plaything, It has not dis- 
abled twenty men since the war began, 
and the Boors estimate that *wenty 
thousand ot the projectiles have been 
fired at them. 

The use of lyddite lias given the Boers 
in the trenches an opportunity to give a 
new variation to an old game. Every 
schoolboy has played "I spy." The Boers, 
with that ran? instinct of range which is 
a national qualification, have learned to 
time the shells. They observe the Hash 
of the guns trained on them, and then, 
counting, calculate with astonishing ac- 
curacy the time the missile will arrive. 
Down into the trenches they go, to bob 
up again, laughing, a moment Inter, and 
watclt for the next one. 

Many of the lyddite shells fail to ex- 
plode, and hundreds of them are lying 
about the laagers. It frequently happens 
that the top of a shell is chipped off, 
leaving the lyddite exposed. 

The Boeix have found a novel use for 
this explosive. The men in the trenches 
are fearfully annoyed by myriads of flies, 
which swarm in countless millions, and 
have adopted nn expedient to slaughter 
the pests by wholesale. Some lyddite is 
spread upon the ground . and sprinkled 
with sugar. When the mass is thick with 
flies it is exploded by a train of powder 
and the flics are exterminated. 

No man in possession of his senses 
can doubt the intense patriotism of the 
Boers. They believe their cause a right- 
eous one, and are dctormlned to defend 
their country to their death. That they 
are truly religious is also indisputable. I 
have seen no evidence, of that, hypocrisy 
so commonly attributed to ther:o people 
by British writers. 1 admit that to see a 
whole commando on their knees, giving 
thanks in prayer for victory, looks ultra- 
demonstrative in a religious sense to 
one accustomed to American or English 
reserve, yet no impartial observer can 
doubt the sincerity of such actions. The 
Boers invariably give credit for victory 
to God both in their public and private 
utterances. They pray before entering 
battle— if they have time— and also 
after the conclusion of a tight. 

"God will not permit the English to 
conquer us," the commonest burgher will 
say, and he believes it. 

The Boers regard tho British, with a 
sort of pitying admiration. They do not 
rejoice in slaughtering poor Tommy At- 
kins. Tlie Carnage of the battle field 
fills the burgher with deep regret. I saw

Whatcom county, Wash., 
is principally affected, a large amount 
of Canadian currency being in circula- 
tion there. Some time ago there was 
about a million in Canadian money cir- 
culating in the county, and ns the tax 
is to be imposed every time the money 
passes through the banks, the revenue 
will be large. The placing of Cnivdinn 
currency under the head of taxable 
notes is the result of an opinion of the 
Attorney-General, in which he says: 
"A national bnnk paying ont oa checks 
and otherwise notes of a bank chartered 
in a foreign country is subject to the 
tax of 10 per cent, upon the amount of 
the notes so circulated under para- 
graphs 10 and 20. act of 1875." The 
Whtitcom banks may contest the matter 
or may apply to congress for relief on 
the grounds that no one has boon in- 
jured by the use of the Canadian cur- 
rency in that section, but that, on the 
contrary, its circulation was of great 
benefit to the community.

The pro- 
gramme as drafted by Mayor Haywucd 
■and the board of aldermen, who took 
•the initiative in the -matter, was ap 
.proved of, with a few -alterations, and 
committees were appointed to look after 
Hhe various details.

The Mayor explained that the flag-

The part taken by French women in 
industries is considerable. The percent- 
age of their work, as compared with that 
of men, has steadily grown since the 
middle of the century, until now to their 
labor is due more than a third of th 
industrial product of France. This pro- 
portional increase of women in indus 
tries is owing primarily to the invention 
of machinery, and it exists elsewhere 
than in France, but it is accompanied in 
France by another circumstance of very 
great interest. This circumstance is the 
relation between the volume of women's 
work and the quality of the industries'. 
The percentage of the women, unequal 
in the different industries, increases in 
proportion to the higher quality of the 
industries. Now quality in French in- 
dustry doer* not mean, as witli the greater 
part of our own products, usefulness and 
durability, but it means manual skill and 
art. In general the proportion of .'he 
women grows in ratio to the art demuiid- 
,ed in the industry, and the women are 
in greater numbers than the men in thos 
industries that are most important fc 
exportation, and in those that are mont 
celebrated in the world, so that the situa 
tion may be formulated thus: in proper 
tiou to the art value and to the celebrity 
of any French industry is the volume 
women's participation in that industry, 

About the middle of the century ma- 
chinery had completely modified manu 
factures, as it afterwards modified coin 
ineree and transport. Since that timi 
except for constant perfecting, the mater 
ial conditions of manufacture have 
changed. It is, then, from the middle of 
the century that, according to the statis 
tics procurable, the movement of Fren 
women in industries should be noted and 
compared. The reader will, however 
find it useful to recall their situation he- 
fore that period. 

1'p lo the end of the thirteenth cen 
fury, women, being legally anil socially 
well conditioned, were comparatively 
free in industries. The idea of equality, 
which Germanism and Christianity tend- 
ed to develop, showed itself here 
public functions, and in theory all trades 
were as accessible to women as to men. 
Women not only exercised trades and in 
dustrios, but they were members of the 
juries charged with the affairs of thes 
trades, and they could become master 
workmen. But Judaism and Homauish 
undid the work of pure Christianity, am 
in their repression of women put an em 
to their freedom in industries. The re 
action excluded them from industry am 
commerce, and alter the thirteenth cen 
tiny it may be said that all the trades 
were in the hands of men. The Middle 
Ages refused to women the right even to 
make garments for money. From the 
thirteenth to near the end of the seven- 
teenth century the right lo make women's 
dress for wages was reserved exclusively 
to men. It was not till 1075 that Col- 
bert, in overhauling French Industrie 
organized the corporation of women 
dressmakers. 

On the eve of the Revolution all trace 
bad been lost of the notions of equity 
prevailing in an earlier age. Public func- 
tions, spiritual or temporal, had long been 
inaccessible to women; they could exer- 
cise no profession that demanded science 
or technical knowledge, and they.-.had 
found but recent opening in one or two 
trades. Their education was null 
feriority and subordination were the 
rule; they had descended far below the 
standard of feudal society; they had lost 
even the conquests of ancient Roman 
civilization; they had in many regards 
ven fallen lo the condition of the wo- 
men of the East. 

The edict of 3 770, which opened "to all 
persons" free access to commerce and the 
arts and trades, included women in 
theory, but it did not change their actual 
ituation, which was deplorable. The ig- 
norance into which they had fallen kept 
them as effectually from the trades as if 
I hey were still under the empire of pro- 
hibitive laws. Not only this; the trades 
they were supposed to exercise, such as 
dressmaking, were for the most part car- 
ried on by men, and there were but few 
places to take. The first thing then that 
the? women asked of the Revolution was 
instruction, and the next was the right to 
labor. In their petition addressed to the 
king the women of the Tiors-Etat de- 
manded "that the men should not under 
my pretext be allowed to exercise the 
trades which should belong to women, 
uch as dressmaking, embroidery, and 
the keeping of millinery shops; that there 
should be reserved to them at least the 
needle and the crochet hook"— which suf- 
fieently shows their situation. 
But however well iuteutioned the theor- 
s with which the century began, the 
progress of the first fifty years was very 
slow. At the middle of the century in- 
struction that the bettering of their con- 
dition begun; it was with machinery. 
Willi the increasing use of machinery it 
was, above all, women that the manufac- 
tories called to work. For machinery 
took spinning, weaving and sewing away 
from tlie home, and since now not only 
the rich but :dl the world must buy their 
garments, the wage-earning capacity of 
the family had to be increased. The so- 
lution was mechanical; the women enter- 
ed the factories, and rose to the dignity 
of wage-earning labor. 

We come now to .the statistics of the 
last hall" century. 

The rejjorts of the French Labor Bur- 
eau show that the proportion of women 
to men in the industrial establishments of 
France has been as follows: In 1804 it 
was 21.1 per cent.; hi 1873 it was 33 per 
cent.; and today it is 38.1 per cent. This 
steady gain of women upon men in the 
factories seems to he due not alone to 
an actual increase, hut— and this is not 
without its interest — in part to an ac- 
tual decrease in the number of men. It 
appears; in fact, from a report of the 
Labor Bureau that during the last four 
years, while the feminine element in the 
factories has increased by 120,000 units, 
the whole number has increased by but 
47,425 units; from which it should fol- 
low that during tbia time the number 
of men has decreased by 72,575 units. 

The whole number of -women to-day in 
the industrial establishments subject to 
the labor laws is 850.45G, and the whole 
number of men is 1,(150, -150. But these 
figures do not show the entire number of 
women in industrial establishments. The 
Labor Bureau reports add, after the uum-. 
her of women, the limiting cla\ise— "ex- 
clusive of charitable establishments.*' 
There exists in fact an important cate- 
gory of industrial establishments, situat- 
ed in convents, and directed by female re- 
gions orders, that employ women in the 
mtiking of underwear. These houses are 
officially classed as charitable, but they 
are acknowledged to be regularly mount- 
ed "sweating rooms," working by con- 
tract, for the trade. In those convent 
manufactories 150,000 women are occu- 
pied on contract job work. Nothing 
equivalent to this exists for the men. 
This number. ;'s. then r .to he- added to the 
whole nunjbpr- ; «I jVomejj.jn Industrial es- 



J tablishmeuts, which gives a round nlU- 
I lion of women agains-t a million and a 
half of men, or 40 per cent, of women in 
the iudustria'l establishments of France. 

These figures refer to . the number of 
workers in factories wily. A ; great num- 
ber of both sexes are in industries out- 
side. If we look at the entire population 
in industries as given in the nnnuaries we 
arrive at the following interesting re- 
sult. Of the ISVi millions that compose 
the masculine clement in France, 10 mil- 
lions earn their living, and 2% millions, 
or one-fourth of the men earning their 
living, are found in industries; while of 
tin- same number composing the femin- 
ine element four millions earn their liv- 
ing at wages, and 1% millions, or three- 
eighths of those earning their living at 
wages, are found in industries; which 
gives as engaged in industries a larger 
proportion of women who earn their liv- 
ing than of men who earn their living. In 
other words, the wage-earning women of 
France turn in greater proportion than 
the wage-earning men to industries for 
livelihood. 

In the textile industries at Paris the 
women since 1848 have tieen more than 
half the workers. This industry is but 
an incidental one at Paris. For the en- 
tire country, though there are no official 
statistics for the number and movement 
of the women, it has been calculated that 
in the decade following 1800 there were 
in this branch of industry 300,000 men 
and from 350,000 to 400,000 women. If 
we add to this number of women the em 
broiderers and lace-makers, we have $ 
total of something like 800,000, or 71 
, per cent, of women in the textile indus- 
tries at that time. 1 have seen no more 
recent estimates. The number of cm 
broiderers and luce-mnkors has decreased, 
for the reason that it has become im- 
possible to earn a living in these speciali- 
ties; but the increase of women in the 
factories is a sufficient indication that in 
textile generally their numbers has not 
decreased. 

The situation of Women in the textile 
industries is not inferior, and is often 
superior, to that of the men. The proof 
is that at piecework — and payment is 
nearly everywhere by the piece — the wo- 
men earn as much as the men and often 
more. A linen manufacturer told M. 
Leroy-Beuulieu that there were in his 
factory twelve women who could keep 
two looms running at once, and that ho 
had never seen a man who could manage 
more than one. 

Women predominate in till branches of 
tissue-making, hut they are especially 
numerous in the making of silk. "Silk 
is the domain of women," reported M 
•lules Simon before a commission of in 
quiry — "They find work in it from th 
worm on the mulberry leaf to the fin 
ished gown and hut." Where the weav 
ing is done on hand looms in private 
homes, the man and woman contribute 
equally to the labor, but that which i 
done in factories is done in largest par 
by women. "The automatic spinning 
dressing and weaving of silk is almost 
entirely superintended by women." The 
famous Bonnet brand of black silk 
example, is entirely the product of wo 
men. The Bonnet factory is a pension 
lint;' from which men are excluded, and 
there are other establishments where this 
is the case. 

If the French textile industry i 
nowned all over the world, it is specially 
because of its silks. In silks is developed 
the greatest amount of art the French 
put into tissue^. The art lies no longer 
in decorative designs; it is in the cease 
less variation of weaving and colors 
French silks are in repute for good taste 
and lor inexhaustible variety of effect; 
they are prized above all for their adap 
tation to the coiidtaut changes of femin 
ine dress. They are part and parcel of 
that dress, itself a French creation, and 
therefore the models for the rest of 
the world. 

The situation in garment-makin 
particularly interesting. There are in 
this industry in nil France, according to 
M. Gaston Worth (a table made in 1895) 
225,000 employers and 700,801 employees 
Two-thirds ot the employers are women 
and four-fifths of the employees are wo- 
men. This refers to persons workin 
men's and women's dress. The figures 
not include a great number of women 
working alone or without fixed domicile 
which would bring the figures up consid- 
erably higher and increase the feminine 
percentage. 

The employees are engaged on femin 
ing them hy -sex, the number of women 
some units, and on masculine dress to 
the number of over 300,000. Distinguish 
ing the nib ysex, the number of women 
inployed on both masculine and feminine 
dress is 504,801, which leaves 130,000 
the number of men engaged on both 
categories. Now the number of women 
employed on men's garments is 104,000. 
If we subtract this number form th 
whole number working on men's gai 
incuts, that is. the entire number of men 
employed in garment-making. Hence the 
400,000 persons employed on feminine 
garments, except for a few negligable 
units, are all women. 

In the division of tin; employers, it 
might be expected that if the dressnmk 
ers are not all women, at least the tailors 
are all men. This is nut the case, though 
the men are in the majority. The fig 
arcs are wanting for the entire country; 
hut at Paris, out of 3,573 men's tailors, 
035, or more tlurn a fifth, of the em- 
ploying tailors are women. 

I have worked out these figures be- 
cause it is sometimes asserted that the 
"ending French dressmakers to-day 
men. It is an error, due to a false 
poaramee. With the growing prosperity 
the women's dressmaking product 
there has come a 'modification in its com- 
merce. Before 18G0 Ibis industry work 
I'll only to older. After that time the 
commercial element entered; the import- 
ant dressmakers 'became also merchants, 
selling all the materials necessary to 
dress, furnishing all the accessories,* and 




loping a great commerce in "ready- 
made garments. With this transforma- 
tion the men revenged themselves and 
merchants. They were better 
prepared than the women for reasoning 
tnd for calculating on a large scale. But 
the creation and the labor are due to the 
feminine resource* of those houses. 

Thus the women have to-day the mon- 
opoly of garueut-making for women, and 
have the making of a part of men's dress 
well. We ane.so used to seeuig them 
in possession of the industry that this 
tatement has the jiir of nothing at all, 
but when we reflect that men once had 
the monopoly of garment-making for 
both sexes, the change appears what it is, 
something like a revolution. There is 
no need to demonstrate that in this in- 
dustry it is the women who are the ar- 
tists. The differnce between the quality 
Of men's dress and women's dross made 
in France is recognized by all the world. 

There is an- industry not yet entimerajt- 
which.is to-duy hotly disputed by the 
men and women. It is the making of 
original patterns for tissued and in gen- 
eral for all art industries. The design- 
ers are, or consider themselves to be, on 
the upper round of the industrial ladder. 
They furnish ideas which others execute. 

The employment of the women in this 
industry is as follows: In 18-18 they were 
but 7 per cent.; in 1804 they were 12 per 
cent, and in 1872. although the Ktnte of- 
fered them no technical training, they 
hftd risen to 37 percent. '"About nine 
yenrsiiigo a school M^ai'edrnt'ivc art was

This is attested by the frequent outcries 
of men designers, who have several times 
caused scandals in Paris, because the 
houses to which they are attached buy 
increasingly the designs of women. But 
this industry must be considered as still 
in the hands of the men, for the men are 
till in possession of the professional 
work-rooms, and though the women may 
now learn the theory they have as yet 
little chance of serving the necessary ap- 
prenticeship.

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build up :i great office like the cen- 
sus office In fifteen months from absolutely 
nothing to mi efficient machine, employing 
about 3,000 men la ■Washington and about 
50,000 elsewhere In the country, is a dif- 
ficult task, and entire success In out of 
the question. The office naturally com- 
pares Itself with the stage of preparation 
attained at the same perloil ten years ago, 
anil tried by this test It has galued several 
months on its predecessor. One of the 
problems before it Is how to put In the 
thus secured lu such a way as most 
to benefit the census. 

In the agricultural division the need of 
time for preliminary work Is perhaps as 
great as anywhere In the census office. Far- 
mers, as a class, do not keep their accounts 
as well as manufacturers, and the returns 
from farmers may occasionally Include eerf- 
ous errors which a trained eye will at once 
detect. Hence the farm schedules musjt 
be examined and such errors corrected be- 
fore the tables can he made up from them 
i-lth safety. If a farmer reports that his 
land sown to wheat was ten acres and the 
leid 4,(KK) bushels, it is clear that an aver- 
age yield of tOO bushels to the acre Is In- 
rcdlble, and must be- rejected or cor- 
rected In accordance with the probabilities. 
Sometimes the truth can be made out by 
an expert from comparison with entries 
"n other pnrts of the schedules; sonietm,ea 
'errcspondence must be opened to settle 
the doubt. All this Is under the general 
end of verifying the schedules, and the 
agricultural division plans to give all the 
time possible to the work of verifying each 
of the millions of farm schedules. To ac- 
complish this In the time allowed, the work 
of several hundred clerks will be required, 
and they must have hard and fast rules to 
guide them. . For example, they might be 
told: When the wheat reports show a 
product of over forty bushels to the acre, 
they are suspicious and must bo laid aside 
or an expert to pass upon. Hut any such 
rules must vary with the uectlon of the 
ountry . A yield of twenty nushels lu one 
ectlon might be more questionable thnn a 
yield of forty bushels In another. Hence the 
division must fbc In advance what Is the 
range of repoTts in each part of the coua- 
try and for each crop that may be accept- 
ed as probable on their face and not re- 
quiring special examination. To get the 
limits of probability for this purpose for 
each county In the United Stntes, that is, 



slon under the direction of Mr. I<. (J. Pow- 
ers, chief statistician in charge of that divi- 
sion. Three simple schedules have been 
prepared and printed on different colored 
paper In order that they may be readily 
distinguished one from another. One of 
them covers ordinary garden vegetables, 
a second covers fruits, and the third the 
great staple field crops. Each asks about 
the units of measure employed and the net 
price realized, and those for staple field 
products and for vegetables ask for the 
highest and lowest yield of each crop per 
acre. These schedules are being mulled 
to prominent fanners all over the conn- 
try and lu many Instances returns have 
already been received. 'When the returns 
have been received and tabulated, a scheme 
will be made from them of what is to lie 
accepted as correct in each case and what 
Is to be probed farther. The only aim of 
the office Is to get what was really the 
intention of the fanner In answering the 
questions. If the presumption Is strongly 
against his meaning what the schedule 
says, the office will try to learn by corre- 
spondence from the supervisor, or the 
enumerator, or the farmer himself what 
the real facts were. 

If the farming public will continue to co- 
operate with the heartiness already dis- 
played, thLs effort will result In a more 
trustworthy census of farms than has 
ever been taken. Farmers, ns a, class, 
lire less able to co-operate than the repre- 
sentatives of any other great Industry. 
Hence the census office can do more for 
them than It can for centralized Hues of 
business, which can and do make" their 
own Investigations, and it will do Its best 
to present a full and accurate photograph 
of this leading occupation. The director of 
the census urges every one Interested to aid 
the work. — Washington l'ost. 



DID WASHINGTON CUItSE LEE? 

Gen. Cnrrington Demonstrates That Pro- 
fane Language Was Not Utsed. 

Gen. Henry B. Carrlngton has recently 
written an Interesting work on "Wash- 
ington the Soldier," in which a somewhat 
neglected phase of that great man's won- 
derful career Is treated with the particu- 
larity it deserves. The author finds him 
to have hud the qualities and qualifica- 
tions which great soldiers have always 
had, and his expert examination Into the 
strategy of the head or the continental 
armies makes It clear to his countrymen 
not only thai he wan "first In war," but 
that the military authorities of Europe, 
his contemporaries, were of the same 
opinion. Of course In both, cases it is 
not quite an unprejudiced opinion. Eng- 
land lR'Ing as unpopular throughout the 
world a century ago as she Is to-day, and 
for precisely, the same reason. 

Without going into detail lu this particu- 
lar question, Ren.. Carrlngton raises an- 
other which he fairly settles: Whether or 
not (Sen. Washington cursed Gen. Cliarles 
Lee for ordering a retreat at the battle of 
Monmouth. The facts, as brought out by 
the writer here, seem to he as follows: 
Charles Lee was a professional soldier of 
accepted and tried skill. Hut he was ex- 
ceedingly Jealous of Washington and be- 
lieved himself far better fitted for the. 
supreme command than the Virginian, 
whom he thought to be without the proper 
professional training. This dislike led to 
tee's constant endeavor to place obstacles 
In Washington's way, In and out of season. 

It hns recently been shown that Lee was 
even more of n traitor thnn Benedict Ar- 
nold, ami that his Ordering the retreat upon 
, that occasion was in pursuance of his 
the maximum and minimum yield and the agreement to deliver his army Into British 
maximum and minimum price which may i hniitW. This - would have been the undoubted 



adlng assured the commander-in-chief that 
Lee's fi.OOO men had joined battle with 
CUntou's British regulars, equal In number. 
But Just as he was assured from the In- 
crease in the firing that the battle was go- 
ing for the Americans frightened messen- 
gers began to bring the news that the con- 
tinentals were in full retreat, If not on the 
edge of a disastrous panic and rout. 

Washington rode forward to a bridge near 
by, over which the fugitives must pass, and 
there took command. He could see his regi- 
ments still in formation on the ground near 
by, ill falling back under Lee's orders, 
without knowing why. As each regimental 
or general officer came to the bridge Wash- 
ington halted him, gave him ordern which 
resulted in a new line of battle, and the 
field soon began to assume something of 
the aspect of an armed struggle. The last 
detachment came up with Lee at Its head. 
To his surprise, the retreat was no longer 
a retreat, with Lafayette holding a second 
line until the whole army Bhould be under 
discipline. 

It was upou Lee's coming up that Wash- 
ington Is said to have used profane lan- 
guage toward him. The facts seem to be 
much against this. Lee, before seeing 
Washington, asked of his subordinates 
what the new disposition of the troops 
meant. Informed that Washington had 
directed It, and understanding his own au- 
thority to be superseded by the presence 
of his superior officer, he came forward to 
report for duty, with an excuse upou his 
lips— a lie, of course, since this was in ac- 
cordance with his treasonable plan. But 
Washington, hot with righteous Indigna- 
tion, seemed to grow before his guilty eyes, 
as he demanded, In the sternest and most 
peremptory uiunner: 

"What does this mean, sir? Give me 
instantly an explanation of this retreat!" 

Lee could only stammer and murium', 
"Sir? Sir?" when he was ordered to the 
rear. But, determined to brazen It out, 
he wrote a letter to Washington, asking 
for an explanation of hla language. Wash- 
ington gratified him by calling a court- 
martial on July 1, and there Lee was found' 
guilty on three charges and suspended from 
command for a year. 

Gen. Carrlngton has gone over all the al- 
leged authorities for the profanity which 
Washington was said to have used. Though 
It -Is probably true that here profanity was 
justified, If It ever can be, no one com- 
petent to speak lends his name to the state- 
ment that it was used. That Le<> himself 
did not press the charge Is conclusive- 
Chicago Becord.

He w is at first hit in the legs and 
fell over, but pluckily sa t up. opened his 
coat, and exposed Lis chest. lie was 
immediately shot dead. 

On 20th January the company's force 
successfully cut off Mat Salleh's water 
supply by constructing a dam and divert- 
ing the course of the river, and tile bom- 
bardment became severer than ever. 
Shelling continued the whole day, ami 
the enemy lost heavily. The Maxim had 
great effect, and caused a perfect stam- 
pede of the rebels from one underground 
hole to the other. 

On the following day a point blank 
bombardment of the rebel stronghold was 
commenced at 150 yards, immense dam- 
age being done. During the night a num- 
ber of rebels crept out, under cover of 
darkness, to rush the Maxim, but their 
movement was observed, and they were 
driven off under lire. Heavy tiring con- 
tinued during the night of 81st Januarv,- 
und there were many alarms. 

At 2 a.m. a Bajau woman who had 
bolted from the fort reported that Mat 
Salleh had been killed, and the rebels 
who bad suffered heavy loss, had been 
without food or water for four clays. 
The Dyak outposts, who had been en- 



gaged all night, finally got into Mat 
Helton's fort at 5 a.m. on 1st February, 
and found that the remainder of tho 
rebels hud tied. 

t A search was at once made for Mat 
hellnh's grave, and in order to iden- 
tify the body, the remains were exhumed 
He had been shot through the left temple, 
bullet carryinpv away the back of the 



THE NORTH BORNEO AFFAIR 

Rebels Desperately Hold Their Cost 
Until the Death of Their Leader. 

London, April 5.— Full details of the 
defeat of the rebel chief, Mat Salleh, 
in North Borneo have been received. 

The previous news brought matters 
Hp to 20th January, on which date the 
British had occupied Kalansntan, one 
of the rebel forts commanding the 
chief's stronghold, which at that time it 
was found impossible)- to surround, the 
- rebels being entrenched in nn nlmost 
impregnable position- and their fort 
honeycombed with underground earth- 
works like a rabbit warren. 

During the progress of the opera- 
tions, says Renter's Agency, there were 
tunny instances of notable pluck. For 
instance, when the charge was sounded 
Against one of the forts the attacking 
lot ce were suddenly pulled up short by 
hn outer fence of shnrpeued bamboo, 
which they commenced to cut down. 

When the first breach was made a 
Japanese boy named Leyman, servant 
to Mr. Fraser, the resident, rushed 
through the opening, nnd, carrying a 
quantity of oil, set light to the buildings 
inside the fort. He then, under heavy 
tire from the enemy, rushed across and 
ignited other buildings. He has been 
specially mentioned in despatches. 

During tho operations 'Mat-"Salleh'a 
-.people brought into actiou a brass gun, 



head. It was ascertained that he bad 
been killed by ft Maxim shot at noon on 
.list January, within a few yards of the 
door of the inner fort. Pursuing parties 
were at once despatched after the re- 
treating rebels, and returned in a few 
days, having killed or captured a large 
number of the enemy. 

All Mai Salleh's wives and other wo- 
men nnd children were taken alive. 

The outer wall of Mat Salleh's fort was 
found to b? six feet high and ten feet 
thick. The two inner walls were equally 
strong, and the whole was surrounded by 
a stockade and a bamboo chevaux de 
f rise, while the ground was heavily plant- 
ed with sharpened bamboos. Inside the 
fort was ji network of trenches, tunnels, 
and underground works. 

Each member of the garrison had dug 
himself a hole below the ground, and in 
the rebels dwelt during the last

(lays of the siege, suffering terribly from 
the filth of their surroundings, from hun- 
ger (for they were afraid to do much 
cooking), from thirst and from disease 

No detailed list of the enemy's loss is 
yet available, but it is known' to have 
been very severe. The British loss was 
comparatively speaking, very slight, on- 
ly one European officer, Dr. Cunying'hiim 
being amongst the wounded. 

After providing sufficient force to 
hold the district, the expedition, which 
had been joined by the Governor shortly 
alter the death of Mai Salleh. returned 
to the coast.

Old Boston schoolboys ot sixty years ago 
realize that no greater change has taken 
place ia Boston than on the wharves, 
which, In 18-10, were all open, with no sheds 
built on them as at the present time. Ves- 
sels In the East Indian trade were docked 
at India wharf. W. F. Field & Co. had 
their ships docked at Central wharf. Lom- 
bard's and Hemenway & Co.'s ships were 
at Commercial wharf. Long wharf was 
lined with vessels iu the coasting trade; 
they had large canvas signs uttuched to 
the yards, stating the port hailed from and 
the port they wanted freight for. 

At that time there were no steamships, 
and all transportation yas done by sailing 
craft. For Instance, a sign would read: 
"The schooner Enble, Capt. Smith, '-will sail 
on Saturday for Bath, Gardiner and Hallo- 
well." The wharves were a favorite resort 
with the boys Wednesday and Saturdny 
afternoons. At that time school kept 
Wednesday and Saturday mornings, and 
we had the afternoons for vacation. In the 
morning, after school, we would decide 
where we would spend the afternoon, and 
It was generally on the wharves. Five out 
of ten boys went to sea after leaving 
school. 

At the head of Long wharf,, where the 
State street block now stands, was nil old 
hulk of a vessel with a house bidlt on Its 
deck; It was fastened to the dock, anil this 
was used by the HInghnm Bucket Com- 
pany for a storehouse. On the side of the 
house was a sign, "HInghnm Station 
Backet." It was a standing Joke with us to 
ask the man who had charge If he was tho 
captain and when he was going to sail, as 
we wanted to ship before the mast. 

It was a favorite amusement with the 
boys to climb up the rigging of ships and 
"stump" one another as to Who would 
climb the highest.' There was one of these 
hoys who could beat ua all In climbing; we 
nicknamed him ".Monkey Jack." On one 
of the ships the haul-down of the signal 
halyards broke short up to the Hag at the 
truck. The captain, pointing to the hag, 
said: "I will give any boy that will bring 
that flag on deck a nlnopcnce." We all 
started up the shrouds, but "Monkpy 
Jack" was up to the royals before we got 
to the ynrdarm. When he left school he 
went to sea, and became master of one of 
the largest clipper ships that sailed out or 
Boston. 

Capt. Malum, of Look wharf, hud a line 
schooner yacht, In which he took parties 
down the harbor. He often Invited the 
boys to take a sail with him. I remember 
once he told us it story about Daniel Web- 
ster, as follows: "About !> o'clock in the 
morning I was on deck putting the boat in 
shipshape order and swabbing up the deck. 
I was going to take a party down sailing 
that day. It was raining quite hard. There 
was an old fellow standing on the wharf, 
with an old coat and slouched bat on, un- 
der a large cotton umbrella. He hailed me, 
asked me If I was the captain, mid said lie 
would like to come aboard. I supposed he 
was some old farmer from the country who 
had never seen salt water before, ho I said: 
'Certainly, come right aboard.' He looked 
over the boat a spell, and after a while 
come up to where I was and said: 'Capl 
tala, If you were sailing a ship down the 
harbor and another ship was coining up 
and the wind was northeast, which side 
would you sail of the ship that you were 
going to meet':' I said: 'I would put the 
helm hard to port anil wo to the windward. 1 
He seemed to understand, and asked me a 
great many questions. I thought he was 
inking up a good ileal of my time, and an- 
swered him rather short. He thanked me 
for the Information I had given him and 
bade me good-by. 

"I had forgotten all about the old coun- 
tryman, when one day, about a fortnight 
afterward, a constable came aboard and 
asked to see Capt. Malum, stating that I 
must appear la court the next, day at 10 
o'clock as a witness. I could not think for 
the life of me of any case In court that I 
knew anything about. You can Judge my 
surprise when I saw Daniel Webster and 
recognized him as my old friend that asked 
so many questions. He was laying down 
the law In the court In great shape, using 
all the nautical phrases In ilowdltch's Nav- 
igator, and to bear him talk, boys, you'd 
thought he'd been to sen all his life. 

"It appeared that there had been a col- 
lision In the hnrbor, anil the owners were 
settling which ship was to blame ill court. 
Webster was counsel for one of the mer- 
chants. He introduced me to the court as 
'.'apt. Milium, one of the ablest sea captains 
that sailed out of Boston. Well, boys, you 
better believe I turned red as a lobster, 
as I was only a skipper of a schooner. I 
answered nil the questions Mr. Webster 
asked me in regnrd to sailing a ship under 
certain circumstances." 

One of the hoys said: "Well, captain, 
who bent?" 

"Why, Daniel Webster, of course!"— Bos- 
ton Transcript.

TO 'EDUCATE A IIOKSE. 

You can,- with patience, teach your horse 
politeness— to bow to an audience, to say 
•'No" -with- more or less decision, to kiss 
you, or even' laugh. The animal may be 
tanshfto- bow by tapping him on the hnek 
wlth p.-\vhtp. Tie bends his head In trying 
to avoid the-annoynnce. The trainer ceases 
the tapping, caresses him. then resumes 
It Uir he -repents- the bow. He Is nguln 
'Stressed -and' presented with a enrrot. or 
something of which he Is particularly fond 
At last It comes about that he "bows'* 
•upon any movement of the whip towards 
his back. To- tench it horse to soy "No" a 
pin Is fastened to the butt of the whip. 
A slight scratch' Is given to the horse's 
withers, about where the collar should 
'he. At 'this' he 'shakes his head, ami soon 
learns to shake It Whenever he sees the 
butt at -the-whlp" coming nenr his withers. 
The trainer tenches the animal "to kiss" 
by -feeding- him with apples from his mouth, 
gradually lessening the size of the npples 
till the horse 'does the trick without any. 
'Or Tie -puts- salt, of which horses nre very 
fonfi, on his cheek, and the nnlmnl naturally 
llcks lt off. 'lie Is taught to laugh bv gently 
forcing the butt of the- whip In at the side 
of the •month, then prizing his mouth open 
with it. 'Caresses* and- carrots follow, till 
at 'last the .slightest motion of the butt 
toward his mouth->mukes hlni open It. He 
does not really t laugh; he grins.— Good 
Words.

The Minister of Marine anil Fisheries 
(Sir Louts T^svies) iroplied ns follows: 
1. Out ot tlits year's tidal vote it is pro 
posed to'dovote about $1,200 to the re- 
duction of ;tifl:ll' observations already ob 
tained from 'the two gauges maintained 
by the public "works department nt Vic- 
toria simfl rf ho mouth of the Eraser river. 
(See page UTiTiS' of Hansard.) 12. It is 
not c*>TiHi(lered necessary at present to 
establish any: additional gauges, ns the 
records 'already existing give thoroughly 
reliable 'IhtPa for four years past, which 
have not yet been made available as n 
basis lor ;uccurate tide tables. On the 
results from the Victoria or Esquimau 
gauge the 'tables for the whole Strnit of 
San Joan 'de Fuca will be based; those 
of the "Eraser River gauge will give a 
deterrriimttion for the Gulf of Georgia. 
The •data ' obtained from these two sta- 
tions atre complete and reliable. Such 
tide foibles as nre now in use are based 
on United -States observations at Port 
Townsend, which do not well apply to 
British Columbia waters. The tide 
tables when worked out will be pub- 
lished 'by 'this department. I am not 
aware that the British hydrograph office 
pubEihes any tide tables.

THE FOlt'iT'NES OF WAIt. 

Puller Held in Disrepute Ueeause a 
Senior Officer Is Wiser 
After the Event 

London, April 18.— -The publication of 
Itoberts' despatch describing the Spion 
Hop nnd other operations from January 
IT to January 24 is criticized by Mr. 
Spencer Wilkinson in the Morning Post 
to-dny. He characterizes it as ill- 
advised. The effect of it on the army 
in Natal, he says, must he positively 
demoralizing, unless changes are made 
in the commands — chnuges which if 
necessary should have been made with- 
out any public ventilation of mistakes 
or cross censure. 

He continues: " But with the publi- 
cation of Lord Itoberts' despatch the 
position of Buller is untenable, and his 
resignation or Tecall da a matter of 
course. But the government cannot be 
credited with arranging the matter with 
consideration or generosity. There was 
no need to trumpet these things to the 
world. The idespntches might have 
slept in archives for the use of future 
historians, and Gen. Buller's recall 
might have been arranged with diplo- 
macy and delicacy." 

Gen. Buller was appointed by the 
government, and by the government he 
should have been recalled without ex- 
posure. Can' it he that the government 
shrinks from taking the responsibility 
nnd seeks to shelter itself behind Itob- 
erts and the expression of public opinion 
which the despatches are sure to occa- 
sion'/ If that he the case the govern- 
ment is not setting an exnmplc to its 
generals in the field. The government 
is in supreme command nnd ought to 
assert its authority without first appeal- 
ing to the man in the street.

THE ALLEGED CANNIBALISM. 

Jury Acquits the Hulf-Breed Charged— 
Indian Lad's Confession Against 
the Story. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, April 18.— George Hunt, 
the half-breed, and Agowkuku, the In- 
dian lad, accused of participating in a 
Ilumutus dunce, where the flesh of 
human bodies was eaten and pieces were 
bitten out of the armB of living persons, 
stood their trial to-dny. Many wit- 
nesses swore that Hunt cut up the dead 
body provided for the dance before it 
was passed around to the starving wild 
men to be eaten, nnd the details brought 
out at the trial were revolting. Chief 
Justice McColl charged very strongly 
against Hunt, but the jury returned a 
verdict of not guilty. 

The Indian boy pleaded guilty to 
wounding his arm nnd making believe 
that the death dancers had bitten him. 
lie is coming up for sentence to-mor 
row.
